To the inhabitants of the town of Farmington qualified to 
vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article I. (By request) To seeif the town will vote to 
appropriate the savings bank tax /formerly applied to the 
school fund) to the town current expense fund, 


Article II. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray expenses for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for the same. 


Article III. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 
for the permanent improvement of highways under Chapter 
35 laws of 1905. 


Article TV. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise upon a poll and other estates in proportion for the 
repairs and improvements of highways for the ensuing year. 
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Article V. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure the state’s portion of 
the maintenance fund. 


Article VI. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the interest on the debt of said town and 
make appropriation for the same. 


Article VII. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to apply to the sinking fund and how the same 
shall be invested. 


Article VIII. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of the Public Library in addi- 
tion to the amount required by law. 


Article IX. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to Carlton Post G. A. R., to be used 
for memorial purposes on May 30, 1913. 


Article X. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to authorize the selectmen to hire for the purpose of paying 
the debt of the town for the ensuing year. 


Article XI. To see if the town will vote to put on a night 
watch, if the selectmen deem it necessary. 


Article XII. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of building con- 
crete sidewalks. 


Article XIII. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be used in exterminating the 
browntail moths and authorize the selectmen to expend the 
same. 
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Article XIV. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money not less than fifty dollars for the 
care and improvement of Edgerly Memorial park for the en- 
suing year, and that said appropriation be entrusted to the 
Farmington Woman’s club to be expended for said purpose. 

Article XV. To see if the town will vote to buy a surety 
bond for the town treasurer. 


Article XVI. (By petition) To see if the town will vote 
to accept the highway known as Bunker street extension, 
leading from a point opposite the house of George H Manson 
northerly in a direct line to Pearl's pasture, opposite the 
house of John F. Garland. 


Article XVII. (By petition) To see if the town will do- 
nate the use of the opera house one date in a year to each of 
the local churches. 


Article XVIII. To choose three Selectmen, a Town Clerk, 
a Town Treasurer, and other officers and agents for the en- 
suing year.
